1948, an average of $57.38 per 
person. 

For July, 1947, aid to over 
65’s in the county amounted to 
$4,176,762, an average payment 
of $53.02 per person. 

Throughout the state during 
June, 1948, aid was paid to 188,- 
267 aged persons, compared 
with 173,605 during July, 1947. 

Aid for June, 1948, to the 
needy aged totalled $10,748,706, 
an average of $57.09 per person. 

For July, 1947, aid to the 
needy aged in California 
amounted to $9,132,775, an av¬ 
erage ol $52.61 per person. 

Pointing to the growing num¬ 
bers ol persons receiving aid 
and to the Increased amounts 
of aid paid in California, both 
total and per person, voters are 
urged to find out about the pro¬ 
visions of the two propositions 
on the November general elec¬ 
tion ballot which relate tq aid 
to the aged—Propositions No. 4 
and No. 11. 

Such proposals as these would 
increase costs of aid to the 
aged by hundreds of millions 
of dollars.

ON THE CORNER 


'T'HE 20th century, in spite of two 
world wars, has seen much ad¬ 
vancement in what we commonly 
call “the emancipation of women.” 
Not only in the most progressive 
democracies, but even in backward 
countries, women have become 
voters and have now an active 
part in almost every phase of pub¬ 
lic life. 

But when one looks over the 
vast field of history an amazing 
tiling is the discovery of the way 
in which, even in times and places 
in which the position of women 
was i.iferior to that of men, wom¬ 
en have occupied positions of 
great power and dominance. 
Sometimes good, sometimes bad, 
sometimes in characters and ac¬ 
tions strangely blended of both, 
good and evil. Women have been 
powerful as queens and warriors, 
as sirens luring men to destruc¬ 
tion, ind as ambitious wives and 
mothers. 

One thinks of queens, like Cleo¬ 
patra, Catherine of Russia, and 
Elizabeth of England; of warriors, 
ambitious women, like the mother 
of George III, whose admonition 
to her son, “George, be king,” had 
like Boadicea and Joan of Arc; of 
something to do with the revolt 
of the American colonies. 

Now, in the Bible, all these 
phages of women in outstand¬ 
ing character and action are fully 
represented. There is the great 
judge-warrior, Deborah (Judges 
5); the good and pure Hannah, 
mother of Samuel (Samuel 1); the 
beautiful Bathsheba, mother of 
Solomon, but lured and luring in 
the adulterous commerce with 
David (11 Samuel 11); and there 
is the vicious Jezebel (I Kings 
18-21), whose name has become 
a byword for vengefulness and 
evil. All these, and many more, 
are there in the pages of the Old 
Testament. 

But a whole book of the Old 
Testament, the Book of Ruth, is 
devoted to the story of two wom¬ 
en, Ruth and her mother-in-law 
NaomL Their character shines 
with undiminished beauty, as 
types of noble womanhood, as true 
for our time as for that ancient 
day in which they lived, suffered 
and triumphed.

Council Refuses Answer 

Councilman Herman Barter, 
who repfesents the Council on 
the Planning Commission, said 
he understood the Commission 
at its last meeting had asked 
the Council for clarification of 
the set-back ordinance. Eaton 
replied that there was nothing 
vague about Ordinance 394 and 
recalled that a committee ap¬ 
pointed by the Commission had 
unanimously endorsed the or¬ 
dinance as written and called 
for its enforcement. 

Mrs. Wright wanted to know 
where the 35 feet specified as 
the R1 set-back came from. 

“Can’t we have an answer?” 
she pleaded. When there was 
no direct response, she said: 

“In other words, the Council 
refuses to answer?” 

Replied Mayor Steinberger, 
obviously not happy about the 
turn of events; “Some member 
of the Planning Commission 
must have requested it. I don't 
know.” 

Eaton returned to the attack. 

Said he, “it is undemocratic 
procedure when our own repre¬ 
sentatives won’t answer our 
questions.

HORSE MEAT 


Why thousands of bristly 
globular objects were found on 
the shores of Little Borax Lake 
in Lake County appeared to be 
an unsolvable mystery until 
samples were taken to Professor 
Edward O. Essig of the Univer¬ 
sity of California College of Ag¬ 
riculture at Berkeley. 

The strange looking gray 
spheres, varying in size from a 
baseball to a small watermelon, 
could not be explained by na¬ 
tives of the area who claimed 
that no one had ever seen them 
before, not even the Indians or 
the earliest white inhabitants. 

A resident of Nice,. Lake 
County, carried some of the 
mysterious objects to the Uni¬ 
versity where a microscopic ex¬ 
amination was made. It was 
found that they were composed 
of the hair-like fibers of ditch 
grass, so tightly and intricately 
enmeshed that they formed an 
almost indestructible whole. A 
close examination of the lake 
shore revealed a great thick 
mass of small particles of ditch 
grass Imbedded in decaying 
material. Dr. Essig believes that 
the spheres were formed by 
wave action that rolled loose 
plant particles into tight round 
form. A violent windstorm may 
have swept them on to the 
shore where they had puzzled 
the inhabitants of the area.

The coffeemaker is the kitch¬ 
en utensil most often used by 
the American housewife it was 
found in a survey conducted in 
a cooperative project in three 
states, ralifornia, Nebraska and 
Rhode Island. The survey for 
California was directed by Dr. 
Jean Warren, Assistant Profes¬ 
sor of Home Economics at the 
University of California College 
of Agriculture. 

The re.sults which were basic¬ 
ally the .same in the Western, 
Eastern and Midwestern states 
ought to be Important not only 
to manufacturers and retailers, 
but also to the homemakers 
themselves. 

Next to the coffeemaker, 
housewives make most frequent 
use of the frying pan, 10 to 12 
inches In diameter .A smaller, 
8 -lnch frying pan came in 
tenth. On the other hand, the 1 
quart saucepan made third 
place, while bigger saucepans 
lagged behind, in sixth and 
eighth position. The pancake 
turner was fourth and the 
breadknlfe fifth. The lowly 
dlshpan ranked seventh, the 
medium sized egg-beater rrlnth. 

Far back among the also-rans 
were the baking utensils, which 
may be an Indication that farm 
homemakers do less baking 
than formerly. Dr. Warren and 
her group also made the inter¬ 
esting discovery that family 
size had no Influence on the 
kind, number and size at uten¬ 
sils.
